Beginning  with  this  issue,  the 
staff  of  the  Northwest  Missourian 
will  run  a  series  of  articles  con¬ 
cerned  with  traditions  of  the  Col¬ 
lege  and  histories  of  organizations 
on  the  campus.  These  articles  will 
be  informative  and  nothing  will  be 
printed  in  them  that  is  not  veri¬ 
fied. 

The  first  history  wiU  be  that  of 
the  College  papers  on  this  campus. 
The  first  school  paper  to  appear 
here  was  called  the  Pragmatist. 
Little,  information  is  available 
about  this  first  publication;  but  it 
existed  for  a  short  time  only. 

Back  when  the  Northwest  Mis¬ 
souri  State  Teachers  College  was 
taiowil  as  a  state  normal  school,  a 
second  paper  appeared  to  succeed 
the  Pragmatist.  This  one  was 
called  the  Normal  Index  and  its 
activities  were  directed  by  Mr.  V. 
I.  Moore.  Following  that,  Mi, 
George  H.  Colbert,  of  the  Mathe¬ 
matics  department,  advised  the 
staff  until  Miss  Beatrix  Winn  be¬ 
gan  her  term  with  the  Index. 
Herschel  Colbert,  son  of  Mi. 
George  H.  Colbert,  was  the  first 
editor  of  the  Index. 

On  November  4,  1914,  the  first 
issue  of  the  Green  and  White 
Courier,  successor  to  the  Normal 
Index,  appeared  on  the  campus. 
Mr.  M.  G.  Neale  seryed  as  adviser 
to  the  staff  and  Miss  Myrtle  Mc- 
Pherron  edited  this  first  edition. 
Later,  Miss  Winn  took  charge  of 
the  faculty  sponsorship,  and-  she 
served  until  1925  when  Miss  Mattie 
Dykes  took  over.  In  1919,  the 
Courier  became  a  "  member  of  the 
Northwest  Missouri  Press  Associa¬ 
tion  and  on  October  29,  1924,  it 
became  a  full  sized,  seven  col¬ 
umn,  four  page  weekly. 

In  1926,  one  year  after  Miss 

Dykes  became  faculty  adviser,  the 
paper  gained  its  present  name,  the 
Northwest  Missourian.  The  first 
editor  of  the  Missourian  was  Wil¬ 
liam  Mapel.  Various  members  of 
the  faculty  have  given  valuable 
time  and  knowledge  to  the  College 
paper  since  1925,  but  ever  since 
that  time  Miss  Dykes  has  been 

with  the  paper,  helping  it  to 

maintain  a  high  standard  in  the 
field  of  journalism. 

In  the  fall  of  1946,  Miss  Violette 
Hunter  of  the  English  depart¬ 
ment  became  adviser  to  the  staff 
and  she  is  now  serving  in  that  ca¬ 
pacity.

Stanley  Totoraitis  halls  from  the 
City  of  Detroit,  Michigan.  Stanley 
towers  six  feet  tall  and  weighs  195 
pounds.  Totoraitis  resides  in  Mary¬ 
ville.  He  graduated  from  high  school 
in  1940.  Totoraitis  Is  twenty-four 
years  old  and  plays  end  on  the  foot¬ 
ball  team. 

The  flashy  wingman  from  Mich¬ 
igan  has  been  named  on  the  all¬ 
conference  team  for  two  years  and 
has  been  sought  after  by  many  of 
the  teams  In  the  Big  Ten.  Stanley, 
however,  Is  not  open  for  a  transfer 
as  he  Is  in  his  last  year  of  school 
and  upon  completion  will  enter  his 
particular  field  of  endeavor  as  a 
qualified  coach. 

Totoraitis  is  an  excellent  field 
judge  as  well  as  a  pass  snatcher.  He 
is  very  cool  and  definitely  qualified 
to  lead  the  team.  In  the  Initial 

■  game  of  the  1946  season  Totoraitis 
played  a  dazzling  brand  of  ball  and 
on  one  occasion  raced  seventy-five 
:  yards  to  pay  dirt  with  a  stolen 
perlal.  In  the  same  game  Stan  broke 
through  the  opposing  line  to  block  a 
kick  and  set  up  a  Maryville  touch¬ 
down.  Needless  to  say,  Stan  is  an 
outstanding  defensive  man,  He  plays 
a  hard,  alert  game  of  football  from 
the  opening  whistle  to  the  final  gun.

■  Roger  plays  guard  on  the  team  this 


year  and  is  showing  great  possibil¬ 
ities  for  the  ensuing  year.  He  Is  a 
very  difficult  man  to  take  out  of  the 
play.  He  has  the  uncanny  ability  to 
break  up  play  after  play,  a  power 
possessed  by  very  few  linemen.  Wren 
did  not  see  action  last  year,  being  a 
student  of  a  school  that  didn’t  play 
football.  Wren,  however,  is  back  in 
shape  and  ready  to  go.  He  should 
make  it  rough  for  the  man  playing 
opposite  him. 

Flaying  for  the  Paseo  High  School 
in  1939  Roger  established  himself  as 
a  natural.  He  played  a  terrific  game 
of  ball  for  his  team.  He  did  not  con¬ 
fine  his  athletic  achievements  to  the 
gridiron  alone  but  played  basket¬ 
ball  and  other  less  notable  sports.

Vernon  Weidmaier 

Vernon  Weldmaler  makes  his 
home  In  St.  Joseph,  Missouri.  He 
graduated  from  Pickett  High  School 
In  the  year  1942.  Vernon  Is  twenty- 
four  years  old.  He  is  the  heaviest 
man  of  the  Bearcat  .line  this  year, 
He  stands  six  feet  tall  and  tips  the 
scales  at  two  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  pounds  which  is  a  lot  of  weight 
to  the  boy  that  is  trying  to  move  his 
driving  legs  out  of  a  play.  Vernon 
hits  with  the  sudden  impact  of  a 
bull  and  is  very  fast.  Weidmaier 
uses  as  his  biggest  asset  the  element 
of  surprise.  It  Is  very  seldom  that 
the  hard  hitting  tackle  is  taken  out 
of  the  play  without  sending  two  or 
three  of  his  opponents  sprawling  on 
the  turf.
